Big New York Trust Company Sus- 


pends Following Steady Clamor 
of Depositors for Their Money 


WILD SCENES 


New York. Oct. 22.—The Knicker- 


bocker Trust 
company, the 
second 


largest trust company in New York 
city, with deposits amounting to about 
$60,000,000, closed its doors at 12:30 
this afternoon following a steady run 
of persons who called to withdraw 
their deposits. 
The 
company's 
offi- 


cials declared that the suspension o£ 
payment was oniy temporary- 


The closing of the doors of the in- 


stitution was attended with 
sensa- 


tional scenes at its 
main 
banking 


room and the Harlem branch. Deposi- 
tors who crowded the rooms clamor- 
ing for their money were insistent 
they be permitted to withdraw even a 
few dollars ana when this request was 
refused many refused to leave the 
building. Police assistance was nec- 
essary to preserve order. At the main 
office^ Fifth avenue and Thirty-fourth 
street, after the doors were closed, 
the crowd surged its way inward. The 
police forced them back to the street 
again and from that time a guard was 
kept in front of the entrance. 


The stock market was very weak 


nnd declined sharply in spite of early 
efforts made to support prices. 


Secretary of the Treasury Cortelyou 


announced from Washington that he 
would -support the New York city na- 
tional banks and it was understood 
that he would order the deposit, of $6,- 
000,000 of government funds id this 
city as soon as satisfactory securities 
for the sura should be received. 


Says Concern Is Solvent. 


Second Vice President Brown, of 


the Knickerbocker Trust company, in 
announcing that the 
company had 


stopped payment, to depositors said: 


"The trust company finds that, it 


Tvill be impossible to pay any moro 
chocks today on account of the com- 
pany's inability to got sufficient cur- 
rency. Tho trust company is perfect- 
ly solvent and may resume payment 
1 omorrow."

bocker Trust company when it opened 
for business this morning, and also at 
the branch offices of the company at 
66 Broadway and in One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth street. At the main office 
there wero about seventy-five persons 
in line and others were constantly ar- 
riving. 
Many of those who came to 


withdraw their money were women. 


At 66 Broadway there was consider- 


able excitement when the office open- 
ed for business. A line of about fifty 
persons had gathered and made their 
way to the paying teller's window to 
withdraw funds. 


Allen Makes Statement. 


Second Vice President Allen, who 


was In charge of the downtown office, 
gave out tho lollowing statement: 


"There is nothing to be alarmed 


about. We have $S,OOO.oOO of cash In 
the vaults nnd are prepared to moot 
all demands. 
The company is per- 


fectly solvent." 


Mr. Allen said that the fears or 


alarm created by Mr. Barney's retire- 
ment from tho presidency of the com- 
pany will soon be allayed. 


Shortly after the main olfico of the 


Knickerbocker Trust company at For- 
tyjtourth street opened for business, 
depositors" began to arrive 
In 
still 


greater numbers and at 10:20 more 
than 150 people were in lino at. thn 
paying teller's window. Many deposi- 
tors camo in carriages and the car- 
riage line extended for over a block 
from the bank. 
There was a short 


run on tho bronx branch of the Knick- 
erbocker Trust company when it op- 
ened for business. 
It was promptly 


stopped by the arrival of two wagons 
from which were unloaded in viow of 
tho waiting depositors big bundles of 
specie and currency.

Boulder Unveiled With Ceremonies at 
Wayne Trace, Over Which General 


Wayne and His Army Marched 


OLD FORT 


Marking the historic old highway 


over which General "Mad Anthony" 
Wayne and his army marched in leav- 
ing old Fort Wayne more than one 
hundred 
years 
ago, 
the 
boulder 


erected at Wayne trace by Mary Pen- 
rose Wayne chapter, Daughters of 
American Revolution, was 
unveiled 


this afternoon with appropriate cere- 
monies. There was a program of mu- 
sic, prayer and addresses, and from 
beneath the folds of a draped flag the 
monument which stands at. the head 
of the old trail came into view as two 
lads drew the cords which released 
the emblem. The occasion was of un- 
usual interest, and about it clustered 
countless memories of the pioneer his- 
tory of old Fort Wayne. 


Several years ago the 
patriotic

Wayne chapter planned the marking 
of the old highway, lest beneath 
time's effacing finger the historic as- 
sociations surrounding it might be ob- 
literated.

Eloquent Nebraskan Heard 


in Great Speech in 


New York. 


New York, Oct. 22.—Before an audi- 


ence that filled every seat and jam- 
med the foyers of Cooper Union, Wil- 
liam J. Bryau last night, in his first 
eastern address 
in 
many months, 


outlined 
what 
he 
hoped 
-would 


bo 
the 
basic declarations 
ot_ the 


democratic platform next year. 
The 


audience was wildly enthusiastic, and 
the police on guard reported that 
three times as many persons were 
turned away as could gain admission 
to the great hall. 


Mr. Bryan's voice was in poor form 


and at the beginning of his speech he 
articulated with obvious difficulty. As 
he warmed to his subject, however, 
his voice grew stronger and its old- 
time resonance returned. He ran the 
gamut of personal and political ques- 
tions from sharp criticism of the met- 
ropolitan press to a. mixture of severe 
arraignment 
and 
unstinted compli- 


ment of President Roosevelt, who, he 
declared, had "stolen the Bryan feath- 
ers with which to make tho Roose- 
velt nest." 


Likes "Cornfield Lawyers." 


Referring to the fact that a repub- 


lican newspaper in New York recent- 
ly had denounced the Oklahoma con- 
stitution as the work of "cornfield 
lawyers." Mr. Bryan asserted that the 
constitution of the embryo state was 
the best ever devised in this country, 
better even than the constitution of 
the United States, then branched off 
into a frank discussion of the metro- 
politan press in general. "These corn- 
field lawyers." said the Ncbraskan. 
"settle almost nil the national ques- 
tions before tho city trust-fed law- 
yers know what is going on. In (lie 
case of tho Oklahoma constitution, 
they have puttied up the holes which 
the city trust-fed lawyers had hoped 
to bo left open." 


Mr. Bryan snid bis reason for not 


including all newspaper men in his 
category 
of "The 
Common People" 


was that he frequently was unable to 
learn who were the really responsible 
owners and editors of some metropoli- 
tan newspapers. 


Press as "Chloroformers." 


"One of the groat calamatics," he 


declared vehemently, "is that In many 
instances the owners of -metropolitan 
newspapers are 
unknown and that 


Home of those papers are run not as 
logitimale business enterprises, 
but 


to exploit special interests. So many 
of thorn are owned by wealthy men 
who employ brilliant editors to chloro- 
form the readers while their owners 
pick the pockets of the people." 


The speaker drclnrcd ho did not 


feel that it was necessary to produce 
proof lo establish tho truth of this as- 
sertion, bocausn it was a self-evident, 
fact. 
Besides he had a. larger work 


to do than to engage In a personal 
controversy over such questions.

him were escorted from the train to 
their carriages, passing through a dou- 
ble line composed of the general re- 
ception committee. Tho parade was 
then formed, tho chief executive's car- 
riage heading the procession.

Hope of Seeing Airships. 


When the newspaper bi.llet.ins this 


morning announced the approach of 
the balloons to northern Indiana, terri- 
tory it awakened tremendous interest 
in Fort Wayne and from the routes 
some of the cars were following it. 
was believed there was a likelihood 
that one or two of the balloons might 
pass within sight of this city. 


Hundreds of folk turned out and 


scanned tho skies to the southward 
in the hope of getting a glimpse of 
the travelers. There was information 
from Logansport to the effect that one 
of the cars was passing over that city 
headed eastward, and a little later 
telegraph operators along the Wabash 
railroad began reporting balloons at 
various points. It was said that three 
of them had been sighted tt Peru, and 
later Rich Valley, a short 
distance 


west OH Wabash, came forward with 
the declaration that one of the bal- 
lo.ns was visible from that point. 


As the day wore on without local 


developments, however, there was dis- 
appointment in the belief that the air- 
ships wero being carried too far south- 
ward to allow Fort Wayne a glimpse 
of them. 


Early this afternoon there was a 


report that one of the b_lloons had 
passed over 
Laud, Whitley county, 


moving in a northeasterly direction. 


The stairway leading to the dome 


o£ the court house has been crowded 
most of the day and the little balcony 
at- the top was scarcely largn enough 
to accommodate the people who want- 
ed to go up and look for balloons. 
Although there were people there un- 
til late {.his afternoon none reported 
having caught n single gllmp::o of any- 
thing that looked like one of the ae- 
rial racers and there was evident, dis- 
appointment as tho people from that 


height had an unobstructed view for 
several miles. 


SEEM WIDELY SCATTERED. 


St. Louis Gets Only Meagre Reports 


of the Flight of the Airships. 


St. Louis. Mo., Oct. 22.—Apparently 


scattered to nearly even' point of 
compass by variable winds, the nine 
balloons competing in the Interna- 
tional Aeronautic Cup race, which 
started from here 
yesterday 
after- 


noon, were reported today 
to the 


northeast, also to the west of St. Louis, 
while one is even said to be traveling 
over Tennessee, far to the south. 
Several of the balloons are In the 
vicinity of the great lakes, especially 
Michigan, while four others were 
sighted late today in the vicinity of 
St. Joseph. Mo. 


The. reports received so far are 


meagre and scattering. The headquar- 
ters of the Aero Club of America Is 
without advices and the officials of the 
race are dependant upon the news- 
paper dispatches for information.

wore too high to be distinguished.

Daniel Frederick Beyerle, a 


Well Known Farmer, 


Dies Suddenly. 


Daniel Frederick Beyerle fell into a 


ditch on tho Goshen road about five 
miles northwest of tho city late Mon- 
day afternoon and broke his neck, 
causing instant, death. He was found 
by Arthur Hublnr a short time after 
his fall, with his bead submerged In 
about half a foot of water and mud, 
but. 
life was extinct. 


Mr. Beyerle loft, his home in Wash- 


ington township about. 0 o'clock Mon- 
day morning with a. load of produce • 
which he disposed of in the city and 
was next seon on the road northwest 
of the city about. 2 o'clock. 
Hubler 


was unloading gravel on the road and 
Beyerle drove around his team and 
stopped a short distance away. After 
he 'had finirhed unloading his wagon 
Hubler looked up and saw that the 
Beyerle. team had gone about twenty- 
five feet • up the road from a point 
where it had stopped and he could not 
see the driver and an investigation 
developed that he had met his death. 
The ditch is about four feet deep and 
runs along a portion of the road that 
passes through what 
is 
known as 


Blessing's bottoms. 


Coroner Stults was called and he 


found no evidence of any struggle and 
the presumption is that Mr. Beyerle 
alighted and fell backward and that 
death was instantaneous as he evi- 
dently mjde no effort to rise.

body was conveyed to the undertak- 
ing establishment of Klaehn & Melch- 
ing to be prepared for burial. Funeral

hung like tiny specks beneath 
fjao 


globular gas-filled bass, the five-raile 
breeze of the low air strata gave prom- 
ise of splendid racing current's in the 
higher altitudes. 


Reach High Currents. 


The Germans, acting on this theory, 


reached for their courses from the 
start. The French and English aeron- 
auts -weVe more conservative and se- 
lected a Middle depth, while the Amer- 
icans raced away at an altitude which 
seemed to take them just clear of 
trees and house tops. 


So low did two of the American 


teams balance their cars that there 
was grave danger of the baskets rak- 
ing a crowded grand stand at Forest 
Park, and intense excitement pre- 
vailed. The St. Louis, one of the larg- 
est balloons in the race, came so close 
to the stand that it was seized by a 
squad of soldiers, swept back to a 
safer starting point and sent away 
two minutes after the official word 
to go was given. 


In the race were three balloons rep- 


resenting America, three representing 
Germany, two for France and one for 
England. The basket of each balloon 
contains two occupants, the pilot and 
his aid. 


While the wind Is carrying the bal- 


loons west of north, some of the aeron- 
auts fear that the upper currents will 
send their craft further to the east, 
where Lake Michigan presents a dan- 
ger. 


The record of the race, established 


last year by Lieutenant Lahm in a 
flight from Paris to Fyling Dales, In 
the north of England. Is 402 miles, but 
each areonaut in the contest today 
confidently expected to exceed that 
distance. 


Start Is Spectacular. 


The start of the race was spectacu- 


lar In the extreme nnd was witnessed 
by a throng gathered in Forest Park 
variously estimated at from 60.000 to 
150,000 persons. All St. Louis gazed 
skyward during the late afternoon, but 
a heavy pall of smoke obscured 
I he 


view from the greater distances. 
The 


choice of the Germans in taking the 
higher altitudes assisted 
materially 


in making the start the splendid spec- 
tacle that it was. 


The German balloon. Pommern, a 


bright chrome yellow globe, No. 1 in 
the race, was the first away, the start 
being made just thirty-five seconds 
after the scheduled hour of 4 o'clock. 
The other contestants followed at in- 
tervals of five minutes. As each was 
sent iiway the great crowd cheered, 
an'l until they were well out of view 
the occupants of tho baskets were 
kept bowing and waving their hats in 
acknowledgment of 
the demonstra- 


tions of good wishes. 


The American team came in for the 


greatest share of applause, and when 
the St. Louis, entered by the Aero 
club of St. Louis, look flight the shouts 
ami cheers were louder thlfn all that 
had gone before. .\ band stationed In 
the grand etaud played tho national 
anthem of the nations represented as 
the various foreign balloons ascended. 
For tho American teams thoro were 
the "Star 
Spangled Banner" and 


"Yankee Doodle," for the English 
"God 
Save the King," for the French 


the "Marseillaise" nnd for the Ger- 
mans "Die Wacht. Am Rhcln." 


Send-Off of St. Louis. 


The St. Louis, tho last of the con- 


testants to get. under way. was greeted 
by "Yankee Doodle" at first, and then, 
amid renewed cheering and shouts, 
tho band struck up the popular air "I 
Don't Know Where I'm Going, but 
I'm on My Way." 


There was another Incident, cited 


with tho St. Louis apart from this bit 
of humor.'and the narrow escape from 
collision with thu grand stand. Just 
before tho big bag was dragged into 
starting position a dove alighted on 
the pinnacle and remained there until 
tlio balloon was well under way. 


The day WJJLS one of brilliant sun- 


shine, with just a touch of autumn 
chill in the air. 
In the Inclnsnrc at 


Forest Park given over lo the aeron- 
auts tho nine balloons were arranged 
in two rows, live being on one side of 
the central line and four on the other. 


For. four hours before the starting 


hour gas was pumped simultaneously 
Into the bags from a skeleton of spe- 
cially constructed pipes leading from 
a gas tank in which was stored 3,200,- 
000 cubic feet of tho lightest coal gas 
that, according to tho aeronauts, has 
ever been manufactured. When half- 
filled each 
balloon 
resembled 
the 


rounded cover to some giant cauldron. 
The colors of the bags ranged from 
nn opaque chrome yellow to a light, 
flrab. 
Over each 
half-globe 
was 


thrown the webbing which was to 
support tho basket and its occupants. 


Clinging to the meshes of the web- 


bing and holding the balloons safely 
to the ground were a hundred or more 
green sand bags. 
The balloons re- 


mained half-filled until an hour before 
the race, when the gas was turned on 
full force from the huge main and tho 
bags expanded to their rounded full- 
ness. None of the balloons was fit- 
ted with dirigible devices, and the 
contest will be throughout a test of 
the skill of the navigators in taking 
advantage of the air currents as they 
are encountered and in handling the 
ballast to t,he best advantage. 


As the balloons received their full 


charges of gas the clinging sand bags 
wore lowered, mesh by mesh, until 
at last they rested in groups of four 
and five on the long ropes leading 
from webbing to baskets to ring. 
Carefully watched by two-score help- 
ers each balloon was allowed to as- 
cend enough to draw these bags close 
to the sides of the basket, where they 
remained until the ballast, was lifted 
off to allow the balloons to float a foot 
or more above the ground. At the last 
word all restraining hands were re- 
moved, and each balloon in turn rose 
to meet the breeze. 


Aside from the international charac- 


ter of the race there was a distinct 
military atmosphere about, the event. 
Three hundred soldiers of the United 
States army from Jefferson barracks 
were in control of the ballooning 
grounds, and trained men from the 
signal corps of the army attended to 
the inflation and ballasting of the va- 
rious cars. 
Bugle notes were given 


as signals, and two minutes before the 
start of the first balloon the reveille 
was sounded by a squad of trumpeters.

Acting under orders from the attorney 
general a $7,000 shipment of leaf to- 
bacco, consigned from Durham, N, C., 
to the British-American Tobacco com- 
pany, of Great Britain, has been at- 
tached at Norfolk. The actlc* has 
been taken under section 6 of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, which au- 
thorized the seizure and condemna- 
tion by the government ot property of 
any trust while In Interstate or for- 
eign commerce. 
This is the first 


time the section has been enforced, 
but it Is understood that similar ac- 
tion may be taken against the pro- 
ducts of other trusts, and the govern- 
ment charges that one-third of its $30,-

SPINACH 


Spinach is one of the most delicate and healthful of all 


the pot greens. It. is one of the vegetables that improves 
with each successive warming over, so that, the French house- 
wife usually cooks It In a quantity with the idea of roheat- 
ing It. Like all greens, It must be carefully looked over and 
thoroughly washed. 
Cut off all the stalks, put. Into a large 


pan of cold water, plunge up and down to remove the sand, 
then lift out into a second pan of water. 
Do not attempt to 


drain the water off, as that leaves tho sediment at tho bol- 
torn. Rinse a. third time, then put into a kettle with the 
least hit of water (there is usually enough clinging to the 
leaves) for fifteen or twenty minutes. 
It may be seasoned 


with salt, while cooking. Drain, cover with cold water and 
drain again, pressing free from moisture. 
Chop fine. 
Havo 


ready In a frying pan a tablespoonful of hot butter, add the 
spinach, season with salt, pepper and, if liked, a little nut- 
meg and cream. 
If cream bo used less butter will bo re- 


quired. 
Heat thoroughly and servo on a hot. dish, uurround- 


od by toasted broad points. Garnish with tho yolk of a hard 
boiled egg put through a rlcnr over tho spinach.

Lemons are very useful in health 


and sickness. Hot lemonade is one 
of the best remedies for an incipient 
cold. It is also excellent in cases of 
biliousness. 


In severe attacks of colic a tea- 


spoonful of salt dissolved in a teacup 
of cold water has been known to give 
Immediate relief. The same dose will 
revive a person who has been stunned 
by a heavy fall if he can be forced to 
swallow it. 


Do not use gritty 
substances in 


cleaning the hands more than once 
a week and at other times use the 
polish, which is soft like vaseline. 
Never brush the nails until they are 
heated. This causes a certain amount 
of roughness and the nails soon get 
brittle. It is best to polish the nails 
with a soft towel or. on the palms ot 
the hands.

This is great- 
er by $4,613,131 over the value of the 
roll for the year previous, and is ac- 
counted for by the higher rates of 
pensions provided for by the act of 
February, 1907.

'•* The announcement of Mr. Barney's 


resignation was followed by a series 
of conferences of financial men at 
Sherry's which lasted until nearly 2 
o'clock this morning. 
Among those 


present were J. Pierpont Morgan and 
his partners, George W. Perkins and 
Charles Steele, Mr. Morgan taking a 
leading part In the discussion looking 
to the Improvement of the situation. 


Three separate meetings were held., 


one of the directors of the Knicker- 
bocker Trust company, a second of the 
Trust Companies' association, and of 
the bankers and financiers generally. 
"When the meetings broke up the fol- 
lowing statement was given out by a

CHICAGO FEARS NOTHING. 


Financiers Say Bank* Are on Sound- 


est Basis In History. 


Chicago, Oct. 22,—The officials of 


the banks of this city arc a unit in de- 
claring that never In the history of 
the city have its financial Institutions 
been on as sound a basis as they are 
at the present time. 


Following the failure of the Chica- 


go National bank two years ago, the 
Chicago Clearing House association, 
dissatisfied with the state and national 
Inspection of banks, appointed an in- 
spector of its own, at a salary double 
that paid by the government for simi- 
lar work. The Inspector's bureau has 
the power to audit any bank at any 
time, and as a consequence all of tho 
hanks know exactly every day the 
condition of the other banks. When 
a bank demurs to the work of audi- 
tor It Is promptly dented clearing 
house facilities. Tho result has been 
In the last two years that a number 
of weak Institutions have been com- 
pelled to liquidate and that the banks 
of this city are stronger today than, 
they have ever been. 


Cashier B. M. Chattel!, of the Illi- 


nois Trust and Savings bank, declared 
today that there Is no weak spot in 
the banks of Chicago. There is not 
only money hern in Biifflcient quanti- 
ties, he said, for the ordinary demands 
of business, but for the moving of all 
the grain crops In the west. Money 
is as plentiful here as It ever Is at 
this time of the year. 


Both Mr. Chattel] and other promi- 


nent financiers of the city asserted th 
the financial troubles In New York 
did not involve Chicago in the slight- 
est degree. They declared that Chi- 
cago Investors had for some time been 
chary of Investing in securities offered 
In Wall street and had —nde It a prac- 
tice, it they bought, to buy only on do- 
nllnos. Tho result has been, they de-

TRACK INSPECTION PARTY. 


The Four Trains With Pennsy Offi- 


cials Did Not Stop Here. 


The four trains bearing the trans- 


portation, motive power and mainten- 
ance o£ way officials of the Pennsylva- 
nia, including General Manager G. L. 
Peck and General Superintendent A. 
M. Schoyer, passed through this-city 
this morning, the flrst one at 8 o'clock 
and the others at intervals of three 
minutes.
